CABLE NEWS. 



Important Anarchist Arrests — An- 
other Pair of Murderers-Bandit 
Outrages in Mexico. 


Prince Alfred Sick and Likely to be 
111 for Some 
Time. 



Bulow n Politician. 

BERLIN, Mar. 30. -At the last Philharmonic 
concert of tho season, this evening, under 
tho leadership of Von Bulow, after conduct- 
ing Beethoven's " Eriocn," Bulow spoke, 
and said that after dedicating the symphony 
to Nupoloon tho composer changed his mind 
and dedicated it to Lobkowitz, whom Von 
Bulow described us a "nothing." He pro- 
posed ou behalf of tbo German musicians to 
■re-dedicatc it to the true hero, the bright star 
of Germany, tbo Beethoven of politics, Prince 
Bismarck, The speech was garnished with 
sarcastic allusions to current events, which 
were received witli hisses mingled with a 
few cheers. Palo with rage, Von Bulow 
made a pantomimic allusion to the Emper- 
or's Brandenburg speech by brushing tho 
dust oil' his shoes, implying that ho would 
never return to Berlin. The audience was 
convulsed with hisses and cheers, mingled 
with laughter, 

The Tone nail Archbishop Ireland. 

Ro.Mi!, March 30. — The Pope is displeased 
at the attacks made by certain journals on 
Archbishop Ireland, of St. Paul, Minn. The 
statement that the Pope had nominated u 
commission of Cardinals contrary to Arch- 
bishop Ireland's wishes, to judge tho report 
on the Faribault and Stillwater question, is 
false. On the contrary, the 1'opo has given 
instructions to the opposite effect. 

Another Movement In Brazil. 

Rio Janeiro, Brazil, via Galveston, 
March 30. — Tho latest news from the 
State of San Paulo is to the effect that a 
plot against the Government has been dis- 
covered and that the conspirators have beeu 
arrested. Congress has nominated a new 
governor for Rio Grande do Sal, and in this 
way has quieted the discontented inhabit- 
ants of that slate. 

French Anarchists t<> be F.xucl.lcil. 

Paris, March 30.— In accordance with 
the decision of the Government to adopt tho 
most stringent measures to suppress the 
anarchists, orders for their expulsion from 
France, to-day, were communicated to forty 
leading anarchists in Paris. No actual 
crime is charged; but tho authorities are 
determined to provent these men trom com- 
mitting violence where they uro known to 
be hand in glove with the French anar- 
chists, and it is believed they will bo far 
less dangerous if driven from the country. 
Several other anarchists were ivuruod, a 
short time ago, to leave France, but they 
paid no attention to tho warning. To-day 
they will be takm in charge by tho polico 
and couducted to the frontier. 

More Itandll Outrages. 

Guana J ATA, Mexico, March 29. — A few 
days ngo six bandits were discovered by a 
detachment of tho rural guard near Loon 
taking up the truck of the Mexican Central 
railroad for the purpose of derailing the ex- 
press train that would soon be due, with a 
view to robbery. The guards tired upon 
the bandits, killing every one of the men. 
This stopped the depredations of the other 
members of this baud until Sunduy, when 
live of them rode into tbo town of Pedrito 
and held up a number of citizens on the 
street at midday, securing a considerable 
amount of money. One man resisted and 
was fatally shot hy the bandits. Then they 
eooly rode out of the town. The bandits 
are under the leadership of J nun Pinto, one 
of the most desperate men of his class iu the 
republic. 

Murder Alter Murder. 

Berlin, March 29.— Inquiry into tho 
crimes of Franz Erbo and Dorothy Bunt- 
rock, the Magdeburg imitators of Franz and 
Rosalie Schneider, continues to elicit the 
most sensational revelations. Seven mur- 
ders have been traced already to tho pair, 
and evidence pointing to still others has 
been collected. Postman Kggas, whilo 
walking through the woods near Fschede, 
Hanover, noticed that tho soil had been 
disturbed between the roots of two trees. 
He directed the attention of the police to 
this, and they exhumed the body of a 
woman, which had been mutilated after the 
method of ".Jack the Ripper." Tho body 
was well i reserved, and was identified as 
that of Dora Klages, a young governess. 
She was the daughter of u hotel keeper. 
She had been decoyed into the woods by 
Erbo and the Buntrock woman, who pre- 
tended they had a place for her in the 
family of a baroness near Fschede, and 
there was murdered by tho pair. 

Important Anarchist Arrest. 

Paris, March 30. —The. police to-day suc- 
ceeded in oupluriug anarchist Ravachole, 
supposed to huvo been guilty of having 
caused the explosion at 31 Hue Clichy on 
Sunday last. When Rnvaohol wtis arrested 
he made a desperate resistance. He wus 
captured in a wine shop frequented hy tho 
working class, and it required all the 
strength of the detectives to prevent him 
from drawing a revolver. In the struggle 
which took place, he called on the crowd to 
help him. Some showed a disposition to do 
so, but wore cowed by tho ollicer's revolver. 
Ho was finally pinioned und carried to tho 
polico station. 

Absconding Kanll Clerk. 

BERLIN, March 30. — Eugene Forester, a 
bank clerk at Leipzig, has absconded with 
138,000 marks belonging to his employers. 

Prince Alfred Sick. 

London', March 30. — It is officially an- 
nounced that Prince Alfred, Duke of Edin- 
burgh, is suffering at Darmstadt, from in- 
flammation of the bowels. His condition is 
serious and his physicians say that he may 
not recover for severul weeks. 

Well Guarded. 

MELBOURNE, March 30. — Deeming is woll 
guarded night and day by seven watchers. 
It has been discovered that ho has plucked 



tho hair of his moustache out by the roots 
in order to baffle identification. A detec- 
tive hints that he has evidence showing that 
Deeming committed some of the murders 
attributed to "Jack tho Ripper." 

Sir William Bowman Oend. 

London, March 30.— Sir William Bow- 
man, Baronot, M.D., tho distinguished 
ophthalmic surgeon of London, is dead. 

Political Meetings In Knclnnd. 

London, March 30.— Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, M.P., uddresseda great meet- 
ing of Unionists, this evening, on tho 
political situation. In his arraignment of 
tho Liberals, ho said they had manifested 
their willingness to placo the Protestant 
part of Ireland in tho power of the Papacy 
at tho bidding of a political pope. Rt. 
Hon. Mr. Gladstone and John Morley spoke 
to a large audience, this evening, in Halo, 
Cheshire. Mr. Gladstone said that the 
Government wasted timo on the Irish ques- 
tion in I he House as a man spills Water on 
the ground. He also denounced the 
Government for the meagreness of tho 
debate ou the eight-hour bill. 

Exodus of Anarchists. 

London, March 30.— Tho Scotland Yard 
authorities received word from Paris, this 
afternoon, that the forty anarchists ox- 
pelled from Franco on account of tho recent 
dynamite outrages in the French capital, 
were nearly all making for England. The 
despatches give the names of tho suspects 
and their descriptions and told what trains 
they had taken. Tho Scotland Yard offi- 
cials immediately made arrangements to 
have nil the posts at which tho Anarchists 
wero likely to land watched by detectives, 
who will shadow tho unwelcome emigrants 
from the time they set foot on English soil 
until they reach London and take up their 
permanent quarters. It is their intention 
to arrest every person known to belong to 
the Anarchist following at tho very first ex- 
plosion or outrage in London. 

Famine Horrors. 

St. Peterbsubo, March 20.— Tho com- 
mitteo of relief for children of the famine- 
stricken peasants has reported that in many 
districts the children are so poorly nour- 
ished, that tip v are too feeble to undertake 
the long wa'.. , which in many instances 
requires an hour's timo, to the schools 
whero soup is dealt out. Tho unfortu- 
nates have "been reduced to eating tho 
most unwholesome, disgusting thingB, from 
which animals would revolt, including 
filthy rags and quantities of earth. The 
teachers in tho public schools, who have re- 
ceived no salary sinco last fall, aro in al- 
most as bad condition us the children. 



BEHRING SEA ARBITRATION. 

Reply to Lord Salisbury's Note Pre- 
pared—Supplemental Article to 
Treaty Contemplated. 

Prospective Arbitrators on the Part 
of the Americans— Speedy Issue 
Anticipated. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



Fun Foreseen Over Public Accouuts- 
Collector Milne's Instructions Re. 
Sealer Clearances. 



Washington, Nov. 30. — Negotiations 
between the Governments of tho United 
States and of Great Britain upon tho line 
laid down in Lord Salisbury's latest note on 
tho Behring Sea matter of March 20, inst., 
have been actively entered upon by Secre- 
tary Blaine and Sir Julian Pauncefote. An 
answer to Lord Salisbury's note hus been 
prepared, but it is understood that it has 
not been forwarded : if it has, the fact has 
not beeu made public. Sir Julian spent an 
hour this afternoon at tho residence of Sec- 
retary Blaine, discussing the terms of a 
supplemental articlo to tho Arbitration 
Treaty, covering the wholo matter of dam- 
ages und extension of the modus Vivendi. 
Under present conditions, a satisfactory and 
speedy issue of the negotiations is antici- 
pated, so that the work of the arbitrators 
may proceed as soon as possible. 

The revival of the report that ex- 
Senator Spooner, of Wisconsin, and Dr. 
Phelps, of Vermont, formerly minister to 
Great Britain under the Cleveland adminis- 
tration, would bo appointed to represent 
the United States on the Behring Sea tri- 
bunal of arbitration, is meeting with con- 
siderable credence hero, to-day. The selec- 
tion of the gentlemen as arbitrators would 
meet with general approval among the pub- 
lic men in this city. 

New York, March 30.— The Sun, this 
morning, has the following editorial : We 
have asked for the name of the statesman 
who composed and directed tho arbitration 
treaty with England, .respecting tho ques- 
tions that have been raised in Behring Sea, 
and we are not surprised that no one has 
yet risen to answer the question. All our 
rights uro effectually given away by that 
party. The tribunal on arbitration is so 
constructed and the questions to be put be- 
fore it are so expressed that it is just as cer- 
tain now that the whole case will finally be 
determined in favor of Great Britain 
as it will be after ' tho deci- 
sion is rendered. On every point 
the United States will be turned out of 
court a defeated and expropriated party. 
Nothing will remain to us but the mere 
Pribylof Islands, whatever that may be 
worth. Under such circumstances it is 
astonishing that the President should have 
thought it necessary to send armed vessels 
to Behring Sea to keep poachers away. 
What is the good of preserving the seals a 
few weeks longer, more or less, when they 
are bound to enter upon the process of rapid 
extinction as soon as the tribunal shall pro- 
nounce its judgment? The wdiole case of 
the United States is given away in advance 
of this treaty. Tho arbitration tribunal is 
constituted as if for tho express purpose of 
deciding against the' United States. Who 
is responsible for this t Is it anybody but 
Bonj. Harrison?

Liberal Ways That aro Dark - A 
Peppery Question- Militia 
Matters. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Ont., March 30.— A deputation 
of horse breeders, accompanied by 20 Mem- 
bers of Parliament, has interviewed the Gov- 
ernment and urged the imposition of a duty 
of §30 a head on horses up to the vuluc of 
$100, and 30 per cent, ad valorem over. 

Mr. Proulx, Liberal, has been elected in 
Prescott by over 200 majority. 

A bad smash-up occurred at Hull station, 
on the C. P. R., this afternoon. Tho Soo 
train, with several Members of Parliament 
on board, run into an open switch. Four 
cars jumped tho track, and a fireman named 
Thomas Golden wus instantly killed. The 
engineer and baggageman wore probably 
fatally injured, Singular to say all the pas- 
sengers escaped, one or two only receiving 
slight scratches. 

The Public Accounts committee promises 
to afford considerublo entertuinrnent to 
members. Papers on different subjects 
were ordered, to-duy, for investigation. 

Premier Abbott informed tho Colonist, 
to-day, that Collector Milne was notified to 
warn sealers that they cleared for Behring 
Sou at their own risk, and subject to any 
modus Vivendi likely to be agreed upon be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. 

It is reported, now that tho arbitration 
proceedings at Paris will bo conducted in 
the English language, this Government need 
not appoint a French-Canadian as repre- 
sentative of the Dominion. 

A new petition in the London election 
caso was presented to Parliament, to-day, 
tho first ono beinc irregular. Sir John 
Thompson declined to uccept a substitute. 

There was an interesting discussion in the 
House respecting tho manugemont of the 
militiu force. 

Mr. Hughes advocated more attentiou to 
rural corps and annual drills, and that all 
attending tho military schools — whether of- 
ficers or non-commissioned men — should be 
placed on precisely the same footing. ' 

Hon. Mr. Bowell said he hoped to make 
tbo force thoroughly effective, and, if Hon. 
Mr. Foster would furnish the money, there 
would be no dilliculty about annual drills. 

In tho Senate Hon. Mr. Abbott delivered 
an important speech on tho Newfoundland 
question. Ho said the Newfoundland Gov- 
ernment wus now thoroughly awaro of the 
extreme desire'of Canada for reconciliation. 
It wus tho intention of the Government to 
follow up the matter and obtain a confer- 
ence as speedily as possible. He hoped the 
day was not far distant when Newfound- 
land might find it to its interest to join with 
Canada as a member of the confederacy, 
thereby rounding off the Dominion; but, of 
course, any step in that direction would 
have to como . from Newfoundland itself. 
He hoped for a speedy settlement of pend- 
ing difficulties. 

The Liberal ease against Judge Elliott is 
very strong. They have in their possession 
the manuscript of editorials written by 
Judgo Elliott for tho London Free Press re- 
garding tho election case, which was stolen 
by a printer from the Free Press ollico. 

In Committee of Supply , the British 
Columbia penitentiary appropriation was 
passed. 

Mr. McMullcn asked the Minister to ex- 
plain how it was that pepper for the West- 
minster penitentiary only cost five cents per 
pound, whereas iu other penitentiaries they 
charged ten cents per pound. 

Sir John Thompson said he was sorry if 
other penitentiaries charged more, but it 
could not be helped.

— Dr. Hutchinson, 
one of the medical men who conducted tho 
post-mortem examination on the bodies of 
Mrs. Deeming and four children, found 
buried under the floor at Dinham villa, 
Rainhill, said to a representative of the 
Associated Press that tho crime discloses 
calculating wickedness und heartless sav- 
agery almost beyond belief. The work of 
murder was by an export; only in one case 
was tho stroke causing death more 
than sufficient for the purpose. Eucb 
stroke touched several _ vital organs, 
and no more might have been accomplished 
by a surgeon, or a butcher w ho knew his 
business well. Tho mother and children 
had partaken of their evening meal. The 
mother was first called into the room where 
tho murderer was awaiting her. It appears 
that as she stopped to initio his shoe she 
was attacked from behind and died almost 
without a struggle Then the children wero 
died one by one to meet their death. 

Bertha, the eldest, hurl her thumbs tied 
behind her buck, und a bandage wound 
twice around her head, so us to cover her 
mouth und keep her from crying. A pillow- 
case was placed over her head, and tho 
murderer strangled her. Tho hands of the 
second girl wero also tied behind her hack, 
but in the caso of tho other children, this 
was not thought necessary. One other sig- 
nificant and sinister fuct, is that, although 
the throats of four out of tho five victims 
were cut, on none of the bodies or clothing 
wus there a trace of blood. 

Tho very term of tho lease upon which 
Deeming hired Dinham villa gave proof of 
a hideous, cold-blooded, premeditated 
butchery. The document, which was drawn 
up and written by Deeming himself, shows 



that when he took tho house the- atrocities 
had already been planned. Taken alto- 
gether, it is believed that no country over 
produced such a consummate, utterly un- 
principled and wholly conscienceless villain 
as this fiend who killed women and children 
with as little compunction as an ordinary 
man would kill a snake. 


BURMAH'S CAPITAL BURNING. 

Great Loss of Life-Over Twtiity-Flve Thou- 
sand Families Homeless. 

Calcutta, March 30.— Despatches from 
Mandalay, the [capital of Burinah, say that 
a fire has been raging there since eleven 
o'clock last night. Three-fourths of tho 
city is in ashes, and tho firo is not yet 
checked. The loss of life thus far is be- 
tween 75 and 100. The rest of the city will 
bo destroyed before morning, and about 
25,000 families will bo homeless. Among 
tho buildings already burned are tho old 
palace, new government telegraph office and 
two convents. The wholo business portion of 
tho city was swept away. Chief Secretary 
Symes has appealed to the English in Ran- 
goon for aid. He telegraphed that thous- 
ands will die, unless food and medicines for 
the injured are sent at once. Several phy- 
sicians left Rangoon for the city to-night, 
and food will bo sent to-morrow. The resi- 
dence of Sir Alexander Mackenzie, chief 
Commissioner, was burned this morning, 
und two of his servants were mortally 
wounded. An immense number of peoplo 
wero severely burnod. Latest reports suy 
that tho loss of life may reach 200, and per- 
haps more. 



WRECK OF A BARK. 

Fourteen Lives Lost in a Collision With ti 
Steamer. 

London, March 30. — A collision, result- 
ing in the loss of 14 lives, occurred to-dny, 
off the Isle of Wight. The British bark, 
Falls of Carry, from Sun Francisco, Dec. 19, 
with a cargo of wheat for Havre via Queens- 
town, came into collision with the British 
steamer Thetis. Tho Falls of Gurry was 
cut r.oarly in two and sunk almost immedi- 
ately. The crew of the Thetis hastened to 
assist the wrecked seamen struggling iu the 
water, and succeeded in saving 15 of them. 
Fourteen were drowned. The Thetis was- 
considerubly damaged and made signals for 
assistance. Tho tug boat Velos, engaged in 
taking tho Eider front Atherfiold ledge, 
went down to the assistance of the Thetis 
and towed that vessol into the Solent. 



SEALERS CLAIMS PRESENTED. 

Upwards of Half a Million Dollars Already 
Demanded— Other Claims to Follow. 

Ottawa, March 30.— Hon. C. H. Tupper, 
Minister of Marino and Fisheries, bus 
already received 30 or 40 claims from vessel 
owners, amounting to about half a million 
dollars, for damages in connection with 
delays and abstention from fishing in ' 
Behring Sea. It is stated that severaL 
other claims will shortly bo presented. 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 
A Boy Suicide— Seeding General In Manitoba.. 

.WlNNIPEO, March 30.— General Superin- 
tendent Whyte, of the Canadian Pacific, 
has gone East to Montreal.

MONTREAL, March 30.— A dispatch to tho 
Star, from London, says the Admiralty bus 
notified the Canadian Pacific of their inten- 
tion to send 203 seamen and three officers to 
Vancouver, in May. Her Majesty's ships 
Daphne and Nymphe and the flagship War- 
spite aro to be re-commissioned at Esqui- 
mau, this summer, and their crews will bo 
transported over tho Canadian Pacific. 
Previously, all cruisers and sloops Were 
transferred to the China station to bo re- 
commissioned. The Admiralty .officials- 
speak in the highest terms of the efficiency 
of tho C. P.R. service, and the great utility 
the route will prove to the Empire. This 
action of the Ad miralty, at the present 
moment, will probably iirouse misconception 
uuless it is cleurly stated that this course 
was.decided upon before the Behring Sea 
dispute hud assumed a critical stage. 

Textile Industries at Chicago. 

BBRUX, March 27.— The Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Steamship company has offered two 
firms intending to exhibit at tho Chicago 
Fair to carry their employees, between next 
November 1st and April loth, 1S03, for 25 
per cent, less than tho regular fare. In 
commenting upon the refusal of the men 
engaged in German textile industries to 
send exhibits to Chicago, the Korlnischo 
Zeitung says: "Tho English Commission 
also have failed to arouse the textile indus-. ' 
tries to exhibit at Chicago. The fact is 
that tho textile industries of both countries 
have Buffered severely from tho McKinley 
tariff, und they will send to America only 
exhibits of linen, which bus suffered least." 
Some firms in Crefeld and three or four 
other cities, have been moved by the Em- 
peror's earnest wish, expressed through 
Minister Von Bcrlepseh, to reconsider their 
refusals to participate in tho Fair.

The minutes of the special meeting held 
last Saturday ware also read, and a motion 
to adopt them was negatived on a similar 
vote. 

royal jubilee, nosrrmL. 

The following message was transmitted 
by His Worship the Mayor : — ■ 

The undersigned, to whom was referred, on 
the 9th inst., ft communication from iho Presi- 
dent of tho Frovlnoial Royal Jubilee Hospital, 
desires to inform the council that lie lias had 
■an Interviow with Mr. Joshua Uavles, the 
president, on tho subject referred to, and begs 
to Fay: 

That in order that the benefits of tho hospital 
may bo fully realized it is essential that the 
in liiutlon should bo placed upon some perma- 
nent bftBls as rogards 1 ovenuo. At tho present 
time there Isu mortgngo indebtedness of 815,000, 
at seven per cent, interest, and an unsecured 
debt of about $6,000. 

The revenue is n fluci wiling quantity, the 
Government granting tfS.dOO per annum, which 
sum t he President says will bo supplemented 
by a sum of $2,000. provided the city corporation 
■contribute the same sum, vifc., 82,01 0. 

The directors of the hospital desire that a 
'by-law be placed before the citizens asking 
them to relieve the institution from its presont 
indebtedness, and its concurrent annual charge 
for interest, and further to levy a special rate 
upon iho assessed city properly to cover tho 
cost of the care of tho sick poor of tho city. 

The undersigned points out t hat thoro is a 
difficulty in contributing city funds to the 
provincial hospital, consequent upon tho cor- 
poration not having hud any voicu in its 
management. 

At presont. there nro IS directors, three of 
whom are appointed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, throe by the representatives of the 
former French hospital authorities, and tho 
■reot chosen Irom tho people contributing to tho 
funds of the hospital. 

The desirability of tho city contributing con- 
siderable sums out of tho annual revenue to 
institutions without a general supervision over 
the expenditure is questionable policy. , 

Possibly a per capita rate based upon tho 
number of pat ients treat! d freo of charge, who 
ihavo resided in the city for a detlnite period, 
.might bo fair. 

1 think the power of tho Council to incur a 
debenture debt to pay oil' tho liabilities of a 
.hospital is questionable, but the Council have 
tho power to pass a by-law to grant aid for 
• hospital purposes. 

Undoubtedly tho power to levy a special rate 
on property for hospital purposes does not exist. 

There is another institution which tho Coun- 
cil should consider in conjunction with this 
subject, viz., tho Homo for tho aged and in- 
firm. At present the Corporation aro paying 
?1IX) per month rent to tho Jubilee hospital 
authorities for tho French hospital property, 
on Collinson street, but tho building is quite in- 
adequate for the purpose." A by-law for estab- 
lishing nnd maintaining this institution has 
not yet been passed. 

Tho Council are recommended to tako theso 
'subjects into their early consideration nnd en- 
deavor to devise means to bring about moro 
permanent nnd efficient aid to theso worth? 
objects, nnd to pass a by-law to establish and 
maintain a poor houso us per sub section 15 of 
section DO of tho Municipal Act.

THE V. S. & K. W. RAILWAY. 

Ald. Devlin moved tho second reading 
of the Victoria, Saanich, and Now West- 
minster Railway By-Law, and in doing so 
called attention to tho addition of an Anti- 
Chinese clause in tho by-luw, and the elim- 
ination of the clause relating to exemption 
from taxation. 

Ald. HUNTER said that though nobody 
would dream of denying that a railroad 
connecting Victoria with the transconti- 
nental lines was advisable, tho scheme be- 
fore tho Board would actually tend to boom 
Vancouver and Now Westminster and the 
Delta country moro than Victoria. The 
project gave the Mainland three-fourths of 
the distance of rail and Vancouver Island 
about one-fourth. The city of Victoria was 
in no position to-day to grant 81,000,000 to 
any scheme whatever, lie didn't want to 
cast any damper on tho enterprise of the 
gentlemen who were responsible for the 
scheme, but the eity of Victoria was 
not able to stand it. If this matter was 
purely connected with Victoria it wouldn't 
so much matter, but all the railway on the 
Island was simply to Saauich, and then it 
was proposed to surround Vancouver and 
New Westminster with a network of lines 
that would boom up the prico of land there 
ut the expense of Victoria. Ho could 
not entertain the scheme with any favor. 
Ho would far sooner see tho by-law with- 
drawn than vote against it. He did not 
wish for a moment to throw any damper on 
tho enterprise of the promoters; but thought 
the bill should be withdrawn. 

The matter then went to a vote on tho 
question whether the bill should be read u 
second timo or not, and it was defeated by 
a vote of six to three. Tho Council ad- 
journed.

THE TREATY RATIFIED. 

The news of the ratification of the Arbi- 
tration Treaty must huve been anngreeuble 
surprise to those on both sides of the 
national boundary lino who believed that 
Great Britain and the United States were 
on .the verge of war. The alarmists and tho 
sensation-mongers did their best to unsettle 
the public mind on the Behiing Sea ques- 
tion. Their efforts were only too successful 
yi some cases. Many persons, not by any 
means remnrkablo for their credulity, came 
to the very natural conclusion that where 
there was so much smoke there must bo 
.some fire. They could not understand how 
there could bo so much war talk if there 
was no fear of war. Consequently, if yes- 
'terday's telegrams brought tho news that 
war was declared, they would not be nearly 
'So much surprised as they were when they 
read that the treaty had been ratified by a 
unanimous vote of tho United States Senate. 

As the agony is over, people, particularly 
those interested in the seal industrv, will 
naturally ask, what is the next thing to 
be expected ? Tho sealers were told in the 
notice they received from the Colonial 
Office, on Tuesday, about intermediate regu- 
lations restraining thecatch of seals. The pro- 
bability is that they will in a short time hear 
what these intermediate regulations arc, and 
will be notified to comply with them. It is 
more than likely that they will be nothing 
more than the continuation of the modus 
'mvettdi of last year. It will bo some time 
before the vessels which arc now at sea will 
get notice. What effect it will have on this 
year's sealing operations it is hard to say. 

It is satisfactory to know that this 
troublesome dispute is at last on a fair way 
to be settled. While it remained open 
there would be always uncertainty and al- 
ways danger that the irritation and 
disagreements would make the rela- 
tions between the two countries 
very unpleasant if they did not 
lead to actual war. After this there will 
be certainty in all that relates to sealing in 
Behring Sea, whether that certainty will he 
pleasing or the reverse to the sealers of 
this province, we are not prepared to say. 

Even if the arbitrators decide against the 
claim of exclusive jurisdiction by the 
United States, regulations may be drawn 
up and put in force for the preservation of 
seal life in the Northern Pacific, which may 
not meet with the approval of tho British 
Columbia scalers. These regulations may 
ho framed by men whoso knowledge of the 
habits of the seal may 'bo defective or 
erroneous, and there is a chanco of their not 
being perfectly impartial. If injury be 
done to British Columbian interests, it will 
bo immaterial to tho sufferers whether the 
injury was through iguorauce or 
through partiality. It will, we think, be 
admitted that it will be difficult to legislate 
intelligently and fairly, on a subject like 
seal hunting, about the conditions of which 
so little is known. If the legislators are well- 
meaningand conscientious, they will he liable 
to make serious errors, which may act 
prejudicially to the interests of British 
Columbians. If they listen to tho advice of 
men who have an interest in misleading 
them, they will be likely, perhaps, with 
the best intentions in tho world, to do in- 
justice to one party or the other. If, for 
instance, in fixing the closo season, the 
wrong time is determined upon, British 
subjects may bo as effectually kept out of 
Behring Sea as if the arbitrators had de- 
cided that it is a closed sea, and part of the 
territory of the United States. Although 
arbitration is decided upon, it behoves 
British Columbians and those to whom tho 
interests of British Columbians aro entrust- 
ed, to bo more on their guard than ever. 
The representatives of Great Britain should 
ba unceasing in their vigilance, for thoy 
have to deal with men who ivro always on 
the watch, ever ready to toko advantage of 
any oversight or neglect or mistuke of the 
British representatives. 

Arbitration is certainly the best, as well 
.as tho most reasonable way of settling (lis 
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putes of this kind, but arbitration does not 
mean peace in every sense. It, on the con- 
trary, means an active warfaro of wits, and 
the party which relies on the goodness of its 
cause and allows the other side, at critical 
times and on important points, to have tho 
ear of tho arbitrators unopposed, will bo 
just as likely to bo defeated aa tho nation 
which carried on an active war in a sleepy 
way, and was not prepared to uiuko the 
best uso of its position and to titko advant- 
age of every slip made by tho enemy. Wo 
believo that right is on tho side of ' tho 
British, and that they will get an award if 
they are watchful and diligent, but they 
will have "to look alive." 



A COMPARISON. 



Tho Ottawa Citizen, which, by the way, 
has become a very lively paper, contains a 
comparison between eastern border countios 
on both sides of tho national boundary line, 
hich those who believe that a market of 
G"), 000,000 will bo sure to enrich all who 
have access to it, independent of every other 
considerations will find it difficult to com- 
prehend. Thcso counties are Cornwall, 
Stormout, Dundas, Glengarry, Greuvillo, 
and Front inac, on the Canadian sido of the 
line, and St. Lawrence, Franklin, and Os- 
wego, on the United States side. The situ- 
ation of the counties is as nearly alike as 
possible. They all border tho river St. 
Lawrence, and they nil enjoy the advan- 
tages which the navigation of that river 
holds out to thoso who live on its banks. In 
1SS0 the population of tho three United 
States counties was 196,298. The Domin- 
ion counties had, in that year, 118, '250 in- 
habitants. During tho ton years that fol- 
lowed the inhabitants of the American 
counties enjoyed all the benefits which the 
Great Republic and its institutions have to 
bestow on United States citizens. They lived 
in "the land of the free," and the market 
of the sixty odd millions was as frea to 
them as the air they breathed. If any good 
wus to be gained from tho big market and 
the republican institutions tho people of 
these counties could avail themselves of it 
without let or hindrance. During those 
ton years the inhabitants of tho Canadian 
counties lived under monarchial rule they 
were shut out from the market of the sixty 
odd millions by a high tariff, and they had to 
exist in spite of the drain of an oxodua, 
which was, as the Liberals loudly averred, 
drawing from Canada its bone and muscle, 
its enterprise and its energy. 

Well, at the end of the ten years how 
did thoso counties bordering the St. Law- 
rence stand 1 The census showed that tho 
population of the three United States 
counties was 195,011, a decrease in tou 
years of 1,257. ■ In spite of all the chances 
which peoplo in tho United States 
enjoy of getting on in the world, 
and notwithstanding that tho farm- 
ers and manufacturers had free ac- 
cess to a market of sixty odd millions, the 
population of these threo counties in tho 
great state of New York had actually de- 
creosed in ten years. 

How was it with the Canadian counties"/ 
In 1891, the census showed that their popu- 
lation numbered 151,351, an increase of 
8,095. How do the advocates of unre- 
stricted reciprocity account for this 
anomaly ? If the market of sixty odd 
millions is such an advantage, how was it 
that these threo countios, which enjoyed 
unrestricted free trade with the forty-four 
States of the Union, from Florida to Maine 
and from California to Massachusetts, 
decreased in population in the decado 
between 1SS0 and 1890, while the counties 
opposite them on the Canadian sido of the 
river increused so considerably. According 
to the theories of the advocates of recip- 
rocity tho very opposito should have been 
the result. Tho Canadian counties cribbed, 
cabined and confined should have de- 
creased in population, and tho United 
States should h.ivo increased. 

It is evident that there is sonio error in 
the theory of the unrestricted reciprocity 
men and their doubles, the annexationists 
— that they havo left out of their calcula- 
tions some very important facta. 



ESQUIMALTS FORTIFIOA TIONS. 

Sir Stafford Northoote did British Colum- 
bia good service when he moved tho follow- 
ing resolution in the British House uf 
Commons : "That this House urges on Her 
Majesty's Government the necessity that 
sxists for taking immediate steps to securo 
tho completion of tho works r. quired for 
the protection of the harbor of Esquimult. " 
Every one who visits that most important 
naval station must bo surprised to seo it in 
such a dofonceleSB state. Tho reason given 
for tho neglect is that tho Imperial and 
Dominion governments cannot ugreo as to 
tho share which each shall contribute to- 
wards the construction and maintenance of 
tho fortifications. While tho dispute is go- 
ing on the place remains unfortified, and 
if war wero declared suddenly, Esqui- 
malt would bo at tho morcy of 
an enemy who would bo at all 
enterprising. Considering tho importanso 
of tho station — tho only ono which Great 
Britain has on this side of the continont of 
North America—we aro surprised that tho 
Imperial Government did not first make the 
station secure und then treat with the Do- 
minion as to what shall be its share of tho 
coBt. After the horse is stolen it is foolish 
to arguo who should pay for tho lock. The 
sensible way would be for ono of tho owners 
to purchase tho lock in good timo and after- 
wards settle about apportioning tho prico. 
Mr. E. Stanhope, who replied to Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote, said that Victoria, New 
South Wales and other colonies had done 
more than what the Imperial Government 
asks Canada to doiu Esquirmi.lt. This is what 
the Canadian Gazette says about the debate: 

" There was something very unedifying. 
from the Imperial point of view, in the dis- 
cussion which— thanks to Sir Stafford North- 
cote — took placo in tho House of CoinmouB, 



on Monday, respecting the defences of Es- 
quimau. Of the vital Imperial importance 
of Esquimalt every ono is convinced, and 
Mr. Stanhope admitted on Monday night 
that the necessity of efficient protection had 
been immenely Bincreascd by tho comple- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
the consequent enlargement of Imperial in- 
terests on the Pacific Coast. And yet for 
six years tho Imperial War Office has hern 
haggling over tho paltry sum of £11,000 
which Canada is asked to pay beforo tho 
work can proceed. ' There has been a great 
deal of correspondence,' said Mr. Stanhope, 
and wo suppose there will be a good deal 
moro until the expenditure in time and 
money exceeds the sum in dispute The 
War Office would, of course, claim that it is 
fighting for a principle ; and Mr. Stanhope 
pointed triumphantly to tho fact that, ' in 
Australia, Victoria and New South Wales 
have undertaken tho whole cost of their de- 
fences.' The cases will be somewhat paral- 
lel when Victoria and New South Wales 
place a transcontinental railway at the ser- 
vice of the Empire aH Canada has dono."

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on Mr. Sword's bill to amend the 
Marriage Act, Mr. Rogers in the chuir.' 
Bill reported without amendment. Report 
adopted; bill read a third time and passed. 

HORTICULTURAL BILL. 

House went into Committee of tho Whole, 
on an Act to create a Provincial Board of 
Horticulture, Mr. Forster in the Chair. Bill 
reported complete without amendments, 
read a third time, and passed. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY BILL. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole, on the British Columbia University 
Bill, Mr. Kitchen in the chair. 

Mr. McKenzie moved an amendment, to 
the effect that the elected members of the 
Senate should be in the following ratio, viz: 
Four from the Muiuland and three from the 
Island. 

Mr. Brown made a vigorous protest 
against this amendment, which, he said, 
would create sectional feeling. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that the very way 
to prevent any possibility of the recurrence 
of the sectional feeling that had almost 
wrecked the little ship, was to put such 
amendments in the bill as .vould prevent an 
endeavor being made to have a preponder- 
ance put on the Senate from either one side 
or the other. He denied the charge mado 
by Mr. Brown, that the Government hud 
appointed Islanders in the proportion of two 
to one of the Mainlanders. 

Mr. Brown claimed that to put this 
amendment in the bill would be to break 
faith with the members of Convocation' who 
had agreed on the amendments to be intro- 
duced. 

Mr. Eberts announced that he could not 
support the proposed amendment. 

Mr. Grant reviewed tho action of Con- 
vocation last summer, in appointing on the 
Senate none hut Mainland members. If 
such a spirit of unfairness were shown, bet- 
ter that the project of establishing a Pro- 
vincial University should be abandoned al- 
together. 

Mr. Cotton opposed tho amendment, 
which he said would perpetrate a fraud upon 
tho members of Convocation who had agreed 
to tho passage of the bill in the shape it was 
introduced by the hon. member for Victoria 
(Mr. Eberts). 

Mr. Se.mi.in thought if if wore found that 
sectional feelingjexisted, the University pro- 
ject ought to bo done away with altogether 
until such times as people learned that the 
province was one whole and indivisible. 

Mr. Smith expressed himself as in favor 
of tho amendment. The best way to keep 
down sectional feeling was by providing 
fairly for both Mainland and Island. 

Hon. Mr. Robson drew attention to the 
fact that tho University bill had been intro- 
duced as a public bill. If a number of gen- 
tlemen wished to meet together und make 
up their minds and decide upon a certain 
course of action und bring their views before 
tho Houso in the Bhapo of a bill, they hud a 
perfect right to do so; but this action on 
their part did not debar tho members of tho 
Houso from their privilege or their 
duty of making what amendments 
they buw fit. Ho (Mr. Robson) con- 
ceived that tho amendment was in the 
interests of education in tho province and 
jiueh being tho case he proposed to use his 



utmost endeavors to ha»/o it inserted in the 
bill (applause. ) 

Mr. Hunter claimed that unless the 
clause proposed was inserted tho Mainland 
would swamp tho Island in tho future as 
they had dono in tho past. Tho law now 
provided for twenty-ono members of the 
Scnato, and of theao the Mainland had 
fourteon, and the Island seven. 

Mr. Brown urged a postponement of the 
debate bo as to discuss tho matter with 
members of Convocation or else, ho said, 
thero would be a breach of faith. 

Mr. Hunter wanted to know with whom 
tho breach of faith would bo, and between 
what parties. No one had any authority 
to pledge tho Houso to any particular course 
of action and there would bo no breach of 
faith in the Houso making any amend- 
ments it saw fit. 

Hon. Mr. Beavek thought the subject of 
a British Columbia University was a diffi- 
cult question enough without any sectional 
feeling being brought in. For his part he 
recognized no division of tho province, and 
to introduce such an amendment aB was 
proposed would be to recognizo a principle 
that was decidedly wrong and against tho 
best interests of tho province und tho 
university. Ho charged that tho real 
sectional feelimj and difficulty arose out of 
clause five in tho original act, which pro- 
vides for the vesting of tho management of 
tho university in graduates of universities 
outside the province. Ho thought the vote 
should not ho taken hastily, and therefore 
moved that tho committee rise, report pro- 
gress, and ask leave to sit again. 

Tho motion was defeated. 

After further remarks by Mr. Brown, 

Mr. Semun moved that tho committee 
rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again. Carried. • 

Hon. Mr. Davie introduced tho follow- 
ing bills, viz.: (1). An act to regulate 
travelling on public highways and bridges ; 
(2) an act to amend tho Jurors Act ; (3) 
an act to amend tho Supremo Court Act ; 
(•1) an act to amend the Sheriffs' Act. 

The House adjourned at G o'clock.

The Sumas Reclamation Scheme Dis- 
cussed and a Deputation Sent 
to Victoria. 



American Prospectors on the Main- 
land—New 0. P. It. Car Shops 
at Vancouver. 



VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, March :10.— Tho new store- 
house of tho C.P.R. will bo two stories high, 
100 feet by 50 ; car repairing shop, 72 by 
200, with a 17-fcot ceiling ; the workshop, 
05 by 05. All the buildings will bo brick 
veneer, with stone foundations. A large 
gang of men aro working at the new ter- 
minal building, and the public thorough- 
fare is cut oil'. 

The new Hudson Bay building will bo 
erected by C. P. Shindler. 

In the police court, J. Murphy, for steal- 
ing a riflp from the Oriental hotel, was 
sentenced to fivo months in jail ; Edward 
Morau, stealing clothes from John Studman, 
four months. Tho McDonough gambling 
charge was dismissed, and a now indict- 
ment will be made out. 

Tho promoters of tho Fraser River Valley 
and Burrard Inlet Railway company, for 
whoso benefit a by-law for a §300,000 bonus 
will be submitted to the people, agrees to 
spend §200,000 within the city and have 
the railway in operation by November, 
1892, tho railway to enter by Rumur or 
Campbell avenue to Burrurd Inlet. 

On the last trip of the Eliza Edwards to 
the hulibut fisheries, Mr. A. T). McKenzie 
camo on an island in the vicinity of Port 
Simpson well suited for a colony of 00 or 70 
families, being au open tract of rich soil, 
covered with grass, abounding with game, 
and closo to the halibut fishing grounds. 
He and Mr. N. Allan are organizing a party 
to settle there. It is a beautiful island, 
with a southeasterly exposure, and almost 
on the route of the steamers going North. 
Tho land slopes from wooded hills about 
1,000 feet high to the coast, a distance of 
four miles, while the sawmill near Port 
Simpson is not far distant. There seems to 
be everything there that would make it a 
prosperous settlement. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, March .'50. — A party 
of ten Americans have just started out on a 
prospecting tour from Yale up Siwush 
Creek. They expect to ho gone several 
months, and will penetrate far into the 
Northern country. 

John Knox and Alex. Rae, who brutally 
assaulted a Chinaman at Steveston, three 
weeks ago, were committed for trial and 
decided to be tried under the Speedy 
Trials Act. 

James Rousseau's boot and Bhoe store was 
gutted by fire last night. Damage about 
$1,000. 

The Tramway company are increasing 
their motive power to about SU0 horses, and 
begin, next week, hourly trips between 
Westminster and Vancouver. 

VPFElt SOMAS. 

Upper Sumas, March 29. — At a largely 
attended meeting of tho landowners held ii 
the school house here to-day to discuss Mr. 
Lunisden'a bill, the following business was 
transacted: — 

Moved by Mr. Henderson, seconded by 
Mr. Bowman, that Mr. llinchey tako tho 
chair. Carried. 

Moved by Mr. Fadden, seconded by 
Mr. Henderson, that Mr. Byrr.o act as 
secretary. Carried. 

The chairman, after calling the meeting 
to order, mado the following remarks : 
" Gentlemen, wo are assembled here to dis- 
cuss Mr. Lumsdcn's bill entitled "the 
Sunins Reclamation Act," also to appoint 
delegates to go to Victoria and look after 
our interests. I am glad the people have 
realized the urgent necessity of having a 
dyke at once, and from tho interest I see 
taken in this matter on all sides, I have no 
doubt that we shall soon see our long ex- 
pected dyke an accomplished fact. We 
nave had too much delay and procrastina- 
tion already. The consequence has been 
that one of the finest tracts of land in the 
province has been lying in the same state in 
which the red man roamed over it from all 
time." 

Moved by Mr. Fadden, seconded by Mr. 
Bowman, that Mr. Asa Ackcrman, reeve, 
and Mr. P. Byrne be hereby appointed a 
deputation to represent our interests before 
tho members of tho Houbo and suggest 
amendments to Mr. Lumsden's bill, and 
that wo have every confidence in them, and 
empower then, to act for us in this matter. 

After the chairman had explained some of 
the amendments to be suggested, the motion 
was carried unanimously. 

.Moved by Mr. Henderson, seconded by 
Mr. Fadden, that Messrs. Fadden, Bowman 
and tho mover bo appointed a finance com- 
mittee to raiso fundB for current expenses. 
Carriod. 



ESQUIMALST DEFENCES. 



Interesting and Significant Debate in 
the Imperial House of 
Commons. 



Increasing Importance of the Station 
Prom au Imperial Point 
of View. 



On tho order for going into Committee of 
Supply on the Army Estimates in tho Brit- 
ish House of Commons, on the 7th iust., 

Sir Stafford Northcoto moved: "That 
this Houso urges on tho ( iovernment • tho 
necessity for taking immediate steps to se- 
cure the completion of tho works required 
for the protection of tho harbor of Esqui- 
mau." He Buid tho only coaling station we 
had in the North Pacific was that at Esqui- 
mau, while in Vladivostock tho Russians 
possessed a formidable arsenal. There was 
urgent necessity for one safo and secure har- 
bor on tho coast of British Columbia, for by 
the construction of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway an alternate routo had been pro- 
vided of tho greatest valuo to this country 
should tho Suez Canal become unavailable 
for troops and supplies in case of war. A 
small body of artillery and engineers would 
be sufficient to supply a' defensive forco to 
that harbor, provided arrangements wore 
mado with the Canadian (iovernment to 
complete tho fortifications. Tho question 
was so important that it was absurd to 
haggle with the Canadian Government about 
the few thousand pounds that would be 
necessary. The question was one of Impe- 
rial importance, and in ease a war broke out 
before it was fortified, her Majesty's Minis- 
ters would naturally lind themselves called 
to severe account. Time was of tho utmost 
value, and the proper time for such woiks 
was when wc were at peaco with all our 
neighbors. (Hear, hear. ) 

Admiral Field said it was expected that 
this place had been completed in the man- 
ner promised long ago, when, as a matter 
of fact, it had not been. No doubt the 
question was au Imperial one, but the 
Canadian* Government ought to bear tho 
main part of the expense. Tho station 
should be garrisoned by marines or marine 
artillery. 

Mr. Munro-Ferguson thought Canada 
ought to do moro towards tho work than 
she had yet offered to do. 

Mr. Staveley-Hill asked the Secretary of 
Stato for War whether his attention had 
been drawn to a report (understood to come 
from tho United States) in which it was 
stated thut it would take the United States 
ten days to obtain possession of British 
Columbia. 

Sir W. Crossman said that great difficulty 
would be experienced in completing the 
fortifications. 

Mr. E. Stunhopo (Secretary for War) 
said, no doubt Esquimalt had grown enor- 
mously in importance owing to the construc- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific Railway, und 
tho place was equally important from nil 
Imperial as from a Colonial point of view. 
If there were reasons for defending the 
place eight or nine years' ago, those reasons 
hud been greatly intensified since that time. 
He was sorry that tho report referred to by 
the member for Staffordshire (Mr. S. Hill), 
as having been presented to the United 
States Government., had not been brought 
to his notice; but ho was satisfied that 
Esquimalt ought to bo defended, und had to 
express his great regret that its defences 
had not yet been completed. He regretted 
it all tho moro because the defences for our 
coaling stations in other parts of the world 
were now almost finished. Ho cordially 
trusted that whatever reasons had led to 
delay would be removed, and that they 
might in a short time be able to seo Esqui- 
malt in a thoroughly defended state. lie 
did not ugreo with the hon, member in the 
causes he had alleged for the delay. What 
Her Majesty's Government hud put before 
the Dominion of Canada, was that they (the 
Government) ought to provide guns, sub- 
marine stores, skilled superintendents and 
plans, but that the Colony ought to provide 
fortifications and maintain them. Victoria, 
New South Wales, and other Colonies hud 
done more than that, some of them having 
even gone the length of providing a defensive 
squadron. They were not, therefore, deal- 
ing at all unfairly with Canada. Though a 
correspondence had been going on with 
Canada for a good many years, the state of 
the cas? at present was that the guns were 
ready, but tho works on which they were to 
be placed, had not yet been commenced, 
nor had arrangements as to garrison been 
mude. Her Majesty's Government, whilst 
holding that tho garrison should be pro- 
vided by the Colony, were prepared to give 
every facility for its training. Ho had 
reason to believe that tho new Minister of 
Militia and .Defence was keenly imbued 
with the desire that the necessary works 
should be carried out, und with his assist- 
ance no difficulty should .stand in the way 
of removing the reproach which now rested 
jointly upon both Governments. While he 
coidd not accept tho motion, he had every 
desire that Esquimalt should become a 
thoroughly defended port of tho Empire. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. W. Redmond declared that there 
was a strong feeling in Canada that in a 
matter of this kind the expense should be 
almost entirely, it not exclusively, borne by 
her Majesty's Government. Thero were 
many peoplo in thu Dominion in favor of 
annexation by the United States, and in 
view of that fact it was suicidal to haggle 
over tho expenditure of a few pounds in de- 
fence of the Colony. The question of peace 
or wur was an Imperial and not. a Colonial 
concern, and by insisting upon the payment 
of this money the Government would be in- 
creasing the local desire for annexation. 

Mr. W. Johnston entirely dissented from 
the statement that the people of Canada de- 
sired to sever themselves from the Imperial 
connection. 

Mr. W. Redmond denied that he had said 
so. Ho believed that the action of the War 
Oliice would strengthen the party of separ- 
ation. The question of annexation had 
been made a test question at the general 
election in Canada, and there could be no 
doubt that there was a strong feeling in 
many quarters in favor of severance. 

Mr. Johnston declared that both parties 
n Canada repudiated the idea of separation. 
(Hear, hear.) During his recent visit to 
Canada he had found the people all through 
the colony enthusiastically in favor of the 
British connection. 

Mr. Osborne Morgan considered the state- 
ment of the Secretary for Wur eminently 
fair and satisfactory. It was necessary to 
lay down some principle in these matters, 
and tho principle which had been recognized 
by successive Governments had been that 
the colonies should find tho sites and the 
Imperial Government the urmamcnts. 

Mr. Gourley was of opinion that the en- 
tiro cost of fortifying Esquimalt should ho 
borne by tho colony. No Colonial Govern- 
ment waB moro expensivo to tho Imperial 
Government than that of Canada. 

Mr. P. O'Brien thought it unwise to quar- 
rel with Canada over a trifle, and reminded 



the Government that it was owing to a 
policy similar to that which is now guiding 
them that the United States had been lost 
to Great .Britain. The Canadians had a 
right to expect that this country should pay 
tho wholo expense of the fortifications. 

Mr. -Brodrick admitted that thero was 
somo doluy in completing tho defensive 
works. Tho amount to be spent by Eng- 
land was £50,000 and by Canada £11,000. 
Ho was not in a position to 'say what the 
Government would do if Canada refused to 
contribute to the cost, nor need he do so, 
because thero was every hope of a settle- 
ment being arrived at, 

Tho umondment was negatived without a 
division.

Text of the Judgments of Mr. Justice 
Crease anil Mr. Justice. 
Walkem. 



HavinR giron tub Chief Justice's judgment, 
in \Us Issue or yesterday, tho Colonist now 
publisbea tho full text of tho judgments given 
by Mr. Justice Crease anil Mr. Justice Walkem. 
For want of space, publication of Mi'. Justice 
Drake's judgment is deferred until to-morrow: 

OBBASR, J.-I have been and am too much 
occupied in preparing .judgments In several 
recent heavy cases, one of cloven anil one of 
four days' trial, to write out a judgment in this 
nmttor before us, but I concur with my breth- 
ren in dismissing tho appeal, partly for tho 
reasons given by the Chief Justice, and partic- 
ularly for those given by Mr. Justice VValkora, 
Whose u Ik "mm i have carefully read, and in 

5 1 concur. With any question o amount 
of damages we have, at this time, nothing to do. 

Walkbm, J.— This case is ono which in- 
volves tho question of an employer s liability 
for injuries sustained by his. workman while 
acting la the discharge of his duty. Tho de- 
fendants are mnnufaeturors of lumber and pro- 
prietors of tho Vancouver Saw Mill, n which 
thoy carry on that business. The plaint iff was 
one of their workmen— tilling the position of 
"chnlnor" or "log-roller' in tho mill. While 
thus om ployed, his right Ick was bndiy fractured 
by one of tho logs rolling upon it . In his Plead, 
ingstho accident is attributed to the alleged 
faulty const ruction of what is called tho roll- 
way which loads to the saw-carriage, inasmuch 
as it was Blaming instead of being horizontal; 
and to the Inefficient condition of the chock- 
blocks used for checking tho downward ten- 
dency or roll of the logs on the s'ant In ques- 
tion Tho action is therefore ono for neglig- 
onco, and consequent injuries to tho plaintiff, 
for which Sj.000 damages are claimed. The 
pleadings for tho defense deny tho existence 
of tho defects, traverse tho negligence imputed, 
andallcgo contributory negligence. The trial 
of these issues took place before Mr. Justice 
McGroIght and a speciil jury. Tho plaintiff's 
case was properly amended at the close of 
tho trial by tho learned judge to moot tho facts 
proved, and in accordance with the lines on 
which tho trial hail proceeded. (Cloiigh vs. 
London & N. \V. It. Co., L. It.. 7 ex. at p. 30 ) 
The jury thereafter brought in a special vor-. 
diet, in which the damages claimed wero al- 
lowed ; and on that verdict judgment was en- 
tored for tho plaiutitl". T ho defendants, by 
their counsel, now move that tho judgment bo 
reversed, or alternatively, that a new trial bo 
granted. Tho quest Inn of a now trial is not 
open to our consideration, as the procedure 
prescrlhod by O. xxxix of our Kules respecting 
applications for now trials, has in no wlso been 
followed. It would theretoro bo fruitless to 
point out tho steps that should have been 
taken: besides, thoy are clearly indicated in 
tho Kules, and it is sufficient to say that tho 
defendants' counsol is now limited to his ap- 
peal from thojudgnient. This appeal is regu- 
lated by O. xi, Rule 4. which is as follows: 
•■ Where nt or aftor tho trial of an action by a 
jury, tho judge has directed that any judgment 
be entered, any party may, without leave re- 
served, apply to set asitlo such judgment, and 
enter any other judgment, etc." 

With reference to this Rule, tho court, in 
Bavins vs. Felix (1 Kx. IX :») observed : " Whcro 
tho causo has been tried before a jury, thoonly 
npplications nllowod to bo mado aio against 
the judgment as entered upon the llndings of 
tho jury, and for the purposes of theso applica- 
tions the findings muni be taken ax correct.' " 
llonco, the llndinvs in tho present caso must bo 
so nccoptod : and this brings us to tho point- 
is tho judgment warranted by thoso llndings i 
llofore stating tho legal principles involved in 
this question, it may bo well to stato the llnd- 
ings first, and then apply those principles to 
them : 

Q.— Was machinery and build of mill good as 
regards safety of workmen f A. — No. 

Q.— Were chock bio -ks sufficient i A.— No, 

li.— (a) Was slant of railway dangerous; (b) 
or did it requiro sufficient blocks to render it 
safe? A, — (a) Yes; (b) Yes. 

Q.— What was tho inducing cause or ciuses 
of accident, having regard to slant, chock 
blocks, and nllegcd negligence 1 A.— Slant of 
railway, and defectivo chock blocks wero in 
duclngjenises. 

Q— Could tho plaintiir by tho exercise of such 
care and skill as lie wns bound to exercise, 
havo avoided tho injury, having regard tc the 
proper discharge of his duties as chainer i A— 
No. 

Q-Did plnint'll" complain of tho chock b!ock3 
to tho person or persons who appeared to ho 
the authorized poison or persons to whom ho 
should complain f A— Yes. 

Q— Did plaintiff know of slant 1 A— No. 

Q— Damages, if plaintiir entitled to recover 
A— §5 000. 

Q— Did D.irns promise to make chock blocks 
good! A — Yes. 

1 iQ— What was Burns' position and authority 
in tho mill I A— Millwright in charge of ma- 
chinery. 

(J— (a) Apart from machinery, was discipline 
and management of mill good; (b) and was 
want (if any) of such an inducing cause, of ac- 
cident? A— (a) No; lb) Yes. 

Q -Was plaintiff aware of the state of the 
chock blocks / A— Yes. 

Q— Were defendants, or either of them, cog- 
nizant of defect in chock block I A— No. 

Q— If they were not cognizant ought they, or 
either of them, to have been tol A— Yes; as 
manager and foreman the defendant. Air. 
Webster, should have taken cognizance of this 
matter. 

(J— Did the} - exereiso duo care as to railway 
and blocks being in a safe and propor condi- 
tion / A— In his capacity of manager and fore- 
man the defendant, Mr. Webster, appears not 
to have exercised duo care as to railway and 
blocks. 

Q-If tho railway and blocks wero defective. 
Was it by reason of the personal negligence of 
the defendants, or either of them, or did thoy, 
or either of them know ( A— The defective 
conditions of the railway and blocks nppotir to 
have been due to persona] mgligencc on tbe 
part of one of the defendants, Mr. Webster, In 
his capacity of manager and foreman, 

Tho above questions are so numerous and 
searching, and the ronlies so explicit, and above 
all. consistent, that wo are fortunately relieved 
of the not infrequent difficulty that arises on 
special verdicts, of deciding what the jury 
meant. It is also to be observed that tho un- 
usual number of the questions is a circum- 
stance that was highly favorable to tho defend- 
ants, for had any two or more conflicting re- 
plies been given thoy might have disentitled 
the plaintiir to recover. The finding against 
contributory negligence exculpates the plain- 
till', and clears the way for u consideration of 
the defendants' liability. As to the chock- 
blocks, tho answers of tho jury that tho plaintiff 
woa, but that tho defendants wero not, aware 
of their unlitiiess might havo been of some 
value to tho defence had thoy stood alone, as 
the legal inference, in that event, might have 
been that tho plaintiir voluntarily risked tho 
consequences of their defect ivo condition, and 
thus brought himself within tho maxim volenti 
nr»i jit injuria. In Smith vs. Bakor (lefil, A.O. 

the present Lord Chancellor observed that 
"a person who relies on t he maxim must show 
a consent to t ho pari icular thing done." So far 
from the present plaint ill' giving any consont 
to the use of the imperfect blocks, the 
ovidonco and llndings of the jury, show 
that ho protested against being obliged to uso 
them to the proper person in tho mill, and in 
reply got a promise that they would bo mado 
serviceable. Yarmouth v. France (19Q. B B. 
u'oO) was not as strong a caso in this respect; but 
the remark of Loid Justice Lindley in that caso 
may well be applied to thoabovoflndings. "if," 
observed that learned judge, " nothing more is 
proved than that the workman saw danger, re- 
ported it. but, upon being told to go on, went 
on as before to avoid dismissal, a. jury might 
properly llnd that he had not acted voluntarily, 
in the sense of having taken the risk upon him- 
folf." Resides, tho jury, as appears above, 
found that Mr, Webster, as manager and fore- 
man ought to have known of the bad condition 
of tho blocks, and that their unlltness was duo 
to his porsonal negligence. In Clark|v. Holmes 
it II and N !W7) Cockburn, C. J , laid down tho 
rule that where, on tho remonstrance of a work- 
man, a promise is given by tho master, and 
hence by a person legally representing him, to 
repair temporary delects, that promise is an in- 
ducement to tho workman to continue in 
his employment, and, that in so doing, 
the workman waives uono of his legal 
rights in respect to Injuries resulting from the 
master's failure to fiillll his obligation. This 
language exactly Ills the present case. The 
Importance of the point in question is Illustra- 
ted bv tho several elaborate judgments given 
in Thomas vs. Quartermnlnc 118 Q.B.D., 035): 
Yarmouth vs. France (10 Q.B.D., 047). and 
Siniih vs. Baker, before the House of Lords, 
last year (1801, A.O., 33(i). Ah to tho slant of 
tlie roll-way the jury lias found thai the plain- 
tilt' wns ignorant of it, and that, it was, more- 
over, dangerous. Under such circumstances 
the plaintiff Is protected by tho legal presump- 
tion, that when he entered the defendant's 
service the risk of accident, in consequence of 



the Mant was not an elemont ill tho contract, 
as he knew nothing of it. Apart from this, tho 
defendants were bound to provide such 
machinery and plant ns would ensure his 
safety , as will appear by decisions which I shall 
Presently refer to. " Liability is due,' as 
neatly stated in "Beven on Negligence, 

313 "not so much to principles 
peculiar to tho rolntion of mnstor and 
Borvuntas to tho genoral principles that ; Where 
fault is liability is"'; and tho jury havafouud 
■hat- tho fault in tho present caso, both as to 
the defects in tho railway and blocks, lay with 
the defendants. In Patterson vs Wallace (l 
Macqueen, 7IS); llrydon vs. Stewart (2 Mao- 
iiueoii 30): and Weoms vs. Matt Meson (i Mao- 
i noon 216)— all decided by tho Houso of Lords 
—it was held that " whcro a master employs u 
servant in a work of danger, ho is bound to ex- 
ercise due care in order to hnvo, for instance, 
in view of tho present case, his mill machinery 
and plant " in a safe anil propor condition, so 
as to protect his servant against unnecessary 
risks and to havu it superintended by himself 
or his workmen in a lit and proper manner;" 
and, furthermore, that "ho is liable for any 
damage caused by defo ts which he knows of, 
or oualit to havo known of.' Apart from 
the llndings which I have been consid- 
ering, tho following further llndings would, be- 
yond doubt, fix the defendants with liability, 
according to tho abo l o decisions, viz., that tho 
machinery and construction of their mill wero 
nut, such as to securo tho safety of their work- 
men; that the defoats in the railway and blocks 
were inducing causes of tho accident; and that, 
the defects in both roll-way and blocks wi re 
duo to bail management and negligence on the 
part of tho defendants, as represented by Mr. 
Webster, who was manager and foreman, and, 
as the evidence shows, also master. (I'MiidiugB 
Nos. 1. 2, 3, 4. 10, 13, II, 15.) We are therefore 
not left to doubt whether tho accident was due 
to tho railway or blocks, for the jury have de- 
cided that it was duo to the detects in both, 
and to the negligence of the defendants in al- 
lowing them to exist. Taking the verdict as a 
whole, it seems to mo that the judgment of the 
court below was inevitable, and that tho appeal 
from it muse therefore bo dismissed with costs. 
As to any question about tho amount of the 
damages awarded, wo havo no power to deal 
wit h it, as it is one of tho llndings of the jury, 
and thoroforo ono which, on a motion like tho 
present, must bo accepted as correct.

White Oats and Barley are unaltered in 
price; but a great deal of seed is being bought 
up, which indicates an increased growth of 
cereals this season.

POTATOES remain n drug on tho market, 
although no largo consignments havo been re- 
ceived during the week. They can bo bought 
up at anything from ?10 to SU> por ton.

BUTTEIi is supplied in greater quantities from 
local sources, and that imported is of better 
quality than usual. 

MEATS holds their own in price. The quar- 
antine has not so far affected values.

AMEEICAN NEWS. 



To Investigate the Mint. 

WasiiinotoN, March 30.— Representative 
Caininott, of California, when shown the 
press despatch from San Francisco, to tho 
effect that ho would present a petition in 
the Houso from tho San Francisco Mining 
Stock association, asking congress to inves- 
tigate the U. S. mint at Carson City, Mev., 
said that ho would not present such a peti- 
tion, as tho people making the request were 
not in his district, and tho petition con- 
tained serious charges, which would cause a 
controversy and necessitate a long fight, 
taking him away from his duties in behalf 
of' his own people. 

Silver Ml IK'S Shut Down. 

Denveb, Col., March 30. — Owing to the 
present very low price of silver tho Aspen 
mine, at Aspen, Colo., has closed down and 
[100 men arc thrown out of employment. 
Tho Tellurido mines in Marshall Basin, 
managed by J. P. E. Walters, have also 
shut down to-day, throwing out over 700 
men. Two mines at Leadville, that for- 
merly paid big dividends, closed yesterday. 
Silver men aro discouraged at tho outlook. 

Hallway and Telegraph Klglits. 

Washington, D, C, March 30. — Judge 
Brewer, of the Supreme Court, to-day, ren- 
dered a decision which, should it bo sus- 
tained, will set aside the contract between 
the Union Pacific Railroad Co., and the 
Western Union Telegraph Co., by which 
the latter conducts tho commercial telegraph 
business of tho former line. The decision 
is given in the case begun in the Circuit 
Court of Nebraska, by tho United States, 
under tho provision of tho Act of 1S88, 
known as the Anderson law, which requires 
railroad anil telegraph companies, which 
have been assisted by the United States, to 
operate their own lines. 

Afro- American Democrats. 

Albany, N.Y., March 30.— William B. 
Johnson, president of the Afro-American 
leaguo has issued a call for a convention of 
representatives of tho Afro-American Demo- 
crats of tho United States, to bo held at 
Chicago, June 21, next, to endorse the 
nominees of tho national Democratic con- 
vention for President and Vice-President, 
and to map out a line of aggressive cam- 
paigning. 

Ynlunblc KInnil Horses < reunited, 

Downeus Grove, 111., March 30.— Fifty 
head of horses — most of them valuable blood 
animals — Were burned to death, this morn- 
ing, at tho stock farm of Prentiss Brothers, 
near this place. Unknown incendiaries set 
fire to the barn, which was completely des- 
troyed. Loss $30,000. 

Walt Whitman's Funeral. 

Camden, N. J. March 30.— This morning 
and afternoon several thousand people 
viewed the body of Walt Whitman. The 
"Good Gray Poet" looked as in life, and 
his friends who were unable to seo him 
during his last illness wcro pleased to find 
his face calm and placid as if ho bad just 
laid down to sleep. Among the friends and 
admirers of the late poet present were Geo. 
W. Childs, Julian Hawthorn, Col. Robert 
Ingersoll and Dr. R. M. Bucko, of London, 
Ont. At the Harleigh cemetery, as Whit- 
man himself wished, no clergyman partici- 
pated in tho exorcises. Services began 
with reading from tho Scriptures and the 
dead poet's works by Francis Howard 
Williams, of Philadelphia. Addresses were 
made by Thoa. B. Harued, of Camden; Dr. 
Daniel G. Brynton, of Philadelphia, and 
Dr. R. M. Bucke, of London, Ont., the 
friend and biographer of Whitman. Col. 
Robt. Ingersoll made tho concluding ad- 
dress, an eloquent eulogium of the dead 
poet's life nnd works, und bis service (o the 
cause of democracy. The body was then 
consigned to the tomb, which was con- 
structed under Whitman's direction three 
years ago. 

Drayton-Borrowe's Bcnndal. 

New York, March 30. — It was reported 
last night that Hallett Alsop Borrowo re- 
ceived from "Modoc" Fox yesterday a letter 
which completely exonerates Mrs. Borrowe 
and Mr. Milbank from any responsibility for 
the publication of their correspondence with 
J. Coleman Drayton and bis seconds in 
Paris. When a reporter culled at Mr. lior- 
rovve's father's house he was told that Mr. 
Borrowe would not talk with reporters any 
more about anything in any way connected 
with the Drayton scandal. A note was 
afterwards sent to his house from a neigh- 
boring telegraph othce, asking if it was true 
that a letter such us indicated had been re- 
ceived from Mr. Fox. Mr. Borrowo re- 
turned the reply, "I have nothing to say." 

World's I'nir Expenditures. 

Chicago, March 30. — Tho sub committee 
of the House Committee on Appropriations 
to investigate the World's Fair expenditures 
arrived from Washington, to-day. A con- 
ference was held this afternoon with the 
World's Fair officials. An investigation of 
the offices and grounds will probably be 
made to-morrow. 

Lieutenant Harlow. 

New York, March 30. — A Herald special 
from Valparaiso, Chili, says: Minister 
Egan said to-day that Lieut. Harlow, the 
World's Fair Commissioner, told him that 
he had sent one cable dispatch. Beyond 
this Mr. Egan had no knowledge ot liar- 
law's dispatches nor was he aware that mes- 
sages were received at the United States 
legation for Harlow, as was testified by the 
telegraph employees. Mr. Egan is indig- 
nant at the Chilean press for mixing up the 
American legation with the Harlow matter. 
The mail to-morrow will carry documents 
in the case from tho Chilian Foreign ollice 
to the Minister at Washington for trans- 
mission to the United Status Government. 

■•at Koonev Dead. 

New York, March 28. — Pat Rooney, the 
Irish comedian, died to day, of pneumonia, 
after three days' illness. Put Roonoy was 
born in Ireland in IS IS. Ho came to America 
twenty years ugo as a song and dance man, 
and the New York variety stage voted him 
a failure at first, till he brought out tho 
song " Shoot the Hat," which made his fame 
as wide as the country. For years he tra- 
velled with a variety troupe of his own, 
scoring tremendous success. His monologue, 
" Huldoon, the Solid Man," made every- 
body laugh. Pat bore a striking resem- 
blance to the late Mr. Crowley, the chim- 
panzee in Central park, New York. They 
tell a story, to tho effect that on bis death- 
bed, just before tho end, Crowley beckoned 
to his nureo, who bent over the unfortunate 
creature and heard these whispered words: 
" Don't give it away til I'm gone, hut Pat 
Rooney is my uncle." In his sketches Pat 
merely mimicked his father. Ho picked up 
a little girl and put her on the stage, where 
aha used to burlesque bis acts ; when sho 



grow older she deserted Pat. Sho was 
" Littlo Annie Roonoy," now more famous 
than her foster-father. He was a member 
of the Elks and tho Actors' Fund. He 
leaves a wife aud six children. 

rnclflc 8.S. Appointments. 

San Francisco, March 30.— By the death 
of Superintendent H. McLellun, of tho P. 
S. S. Co., at Seattle, a vacancy was created, 
and this morning J. H. Johnson, who has 
been in the employ of tho company for the 
past 1-1 years, and for the last four or five 
year* has been holding the responsible posi- 
tion of chief pay clerk, whs appointed. On 
Sunday evening Mr. Johnson will take his 
eleparture for his new post. The position 
of chiof pay clerk will bo filled by J. T. 
Byrnes, who has for the past 11 years 
served as purser on tho steamer Stuto of 
California. 

VohkcI lu Trouble. 

PoiiTr.AND, March 30. — The steamer 
Colia, which left here, yesterday, for Hum- 
boldt, returned to port, this morning, hav- 
ing spoken the Keweenaw, from Seattle for 
this city, ut midnight near Point Roy with 
her rudder frame adrift. As soon as the 
accident was announced, tho tugs Vigilant, 
Rulief, mid Sea Queen started out to render 
assistance. Tho Kelief succeeded in passing 
the steamer a line and towed her into port. 

Challenge to Mt Uliilry. 

Providence, R.L, March 30.— Ex-Gov- 
ernor Campbell, of Ohio ; Congressman 
Bryan, of Nebraska, and other prominent 
Democrats, addressed an enthusiastic mass 
meeting of over 5,000 persons here, to-night. 
Tariff reform was urged by the speakers, 
who contended that tho condition of the 
working classes has deteriorated under tho 
working of the MoKinley Tariff bill. Chair- 
mun Owen, of the Democratic State Central 
committee will, to-morrow morning, issue a 
challenge for a joint debate between ex- 
Governor Campbell, of Ohio, and Governor 
McKinley, to be held on Saturday night in 
this city. 

Indian Trouble Feared. 

New York, March 30.— A Harald dis- 
patch from St. Paul says : Wiggeu Wesley 
Merritt, to-day, issuod orders for several 
companies of troops to move to Sisseton 
reservation to-morrow morning. Mujor 
Bernard is directed to bring up troops F, G 
aud M, 8th Cavalry, from Fort Yateo, N.D., 
and two companies of the 3rd Infantry will 
leave Fort Suelling, Minn., by rail for 
Browne's Valley to-morrow at 8 o'clock. 
They will tuko with them two days' ra- 
dons. Reports from points along Lake 
Traverse say that settlers are overflowing 
into tho reservation in largo numbers. 
Many of thein are heavily armed and say 
they propose to squat on the best soctions of 
land along the lakes und rivers and remain 
there until April loth, when tho lands will 
bo opened. The Indians, who have been 
allotted lands in severalty, are filling up on 
bad whiskey all through the valley and at 
other points, and it will'tuke generalship of 
the shrewdest and coolest character to pre- 
vent bloodshed. 

Sensational Developments. 

New York, March 29.— The Sun this 
morning has a cablegram from London, giv- 
ing the details of the investigation made by 
its English representative into tho fall of 
James Black, ex-inspector of police at Birm- 
ingham, whose disappearance has caused 
John Redmond to query Homo Secretary 
Matthews whether, as John Duly anil Jos 
Euan were convicted largely on the 
evidenco of this inspector, an in- 
vestigation will bo instituted by tho 
authorities into his oflieial career. 
Black, to whom was principally duo the 
conviction of Michael Davitt, 23 years ago, 
of Dr. Gallagher, '.) years ago, and Egan and 
Daly, has been considered one of the 
shrewdest detectives in England. Black is 
now a discredited man, known to have been 
long privy to black mailing, and who is a 
fugitive from home, owing to the threats of 
an investigation into his churacter. The 
facts ascertained have been given to 
Redmond, and upon them he will 
base a further demand for on 
investigation in which he will bo upheld by 
Aid. Manton, for -10 years a member of tho 
watch committee, which controls the police 
department of Birmingham. Alderman 
Manton said yesterday that after the con- 
viction of Dal)- and Egan, tho chief con- 
stable of Birmingham told him that a job 
hail been " planted " on them. It is all out 
now, said the venerable alderman excitedly, 
and there must he a Government inquiry. 
Daly and Egan are innocent men, und all 
that, is necessary is to establish an inquiry 
into the official career of James Black. 

Itloori-IInrHe Losses. 
St. PAtrii, March 28. — A special from 
Butte, Mont., says : It is estimated that 
Marcus Daly's loases by colts at the Bitter 
Root stock farm for the season will aggre- 
gate $100,000. Fifty-six of the colts foaled 
have died immediately after birth. The 
best veterinary surgeons are unable to ar- 
rive at the cause, b.it consider it to bo an 
epidemic. 

Another Brazilian Revolt. 

New York, March 21).— A Heruld special 
from Buenos Ayres, Argentine, says advices 
from tho State of Matteo-G rosso, Brazil, re- 
poit that a fresh revolution has been started 
there, and that it is headed by /.enador Pin- 
heire. The purpose of the insurgents is to 
depose Governor Ewbank. Refugees to 
Uruguay from Rio Grande do Sul are re- 
turning to tho State and enlisting in the 
national guards.
